SHOWS IN SALOONS AND HOTELS 


Measure Introduced by Hatier Would 
Stop Wine Room, Where Women 
Are Served. 

A bill to regulate winerooms and cab 
aret performances in saloons and cafes 
was introduced yesterday by Alderman

Cabaret singing and dancing is pro- 
hibited by the bill in any saloon, hotel 
cafe or club in which Nquor is sold, but 
the bill sanctions the playing of instru- 
mental music in saloons between noon 
and midnight.

10,000 TROOPS FALL INTO HANDS OF TUR 


“GEN. TOWNSHEND HAD 


DEEN BESICGED IN GITY 
SINGE LAST DECEMBER 


Official Statement Says He Destroyed 
Guns and Munitions Before 
Yielding to Turks. 


PERSISTENT EFFORTS 
AT RELIEF HAD FAILED 


Army Sent Up Tigris Reached Point Within 
Few Miles . of Beleaguered Garrison, but 
Was Unable to Fight Its Way Past 
Strong Defenses. 


LONDON, April 29.—Official announcement was made here to- 
day that Gen. Charles Townshend had surrendered to the Turks 
the eity of Kut-El-Amara, on the Tigris river in Mesopotamia, in 
which he had been beleaguered since last December. Persistent 
efforts to relieve him had failed, 

The announcement declared that Gen. Townshend destroyed all 
of his guns and munitions before surrendering. 

No official figures had been given out as to the number of 
troops which set forth from the Persian Gulf in November of 1914 
on the expedition which has now ended in surrender, but it is an- 
nounced there were 10,000 men in the foree which surrendered. 


This force had suffered heavy ! ::ses in severe battles with the Turks.

‘After a resistance protracted for 143 days and con- 
ducted with a gallantry and fortitude that will be forever 


memorable, Gen. Townshend has been compelled by the final 


exhaustion of his supplies, to surrender.

It was early in December of last year that General Townshend's army, 
beaten in battle at Ctesiphon, Bagdad, retreated te Kut-El- 
Amara. Since that time it has been besieged by a large army of Turks, cut 
eff from all communication with the wireless. 


During the long siege the British beat off many attacks by the Turks, 


Turks Gave Up Attacks. 


They defended themselves so successfully in encounters about the city 
that the Turks at length desisted from their efforts to take the place by 
storm and decided to starve out the British. From time to time General 
Townshend sent reports that all was well, but it had been known of late 
that the situation was becoming a desperate one for the British. 

For some time after the Townshend expedition started out from the 
Persian Gulf it was steadily successful. It pushed up the Tigris and Enu- 
phrates until in September of 1915 it defeated the Turks decisively at Kut- 
El-Amara and pushed on to within a few miles of Bagdad, their goal. They 
defeated the Turks at Ctesiphon but later the Turks, reinforced, compelled 
them to retire hastily to Kut-El-Amara. 

The battle at Ctesiphon was one of the fiercest of the many hard strug: 
gles in which the expeditionary force was engaged. The British were said 
to have been outnumbered six times b ythe Ottoman troops. four times 
Gen .Townshend rallied his men and led them in their charges. Harilly less 
desperate a venture was the retreat to Kut-El-Amara. Not only did Gen. 
Townshend ward off pursuing Turke with comparatively small losses, but 
succeeded in taking with him all his wounded. A few weeks after it became 
evident that the army at Kut-El- Amara would be unable to fight its way 
out, a rlief expedition was dispatched. ‘

LONDON, April 29.—Gen. Townshend 
was placed in command of the army of 
invasion» which in its early stages con- 
sisted of not more than 10,000 men. 
This force began its advance up the 
valley of the Tigris, and proceeded by 
slow stages all of last summer, meeting 
serious opposition only twice—at Amara 

at’ Kut-el-Amara, where it defeated 
the Turks last September. 
, With the arrival of occasional rejn- 
fr rcements, Gen. Townshend, when he 
reached Kut, found himself in com- 
mand of between 50,000 and 60,000 men, 
supplied by an excellently organized 
lune of river transport to connect him 
with his base and supported by a 
strong fleet of river gunboats. The 
exact size of the land force has not 
Leen officially stated, but the estimate 
is one generally adopted by military 
ob- ~vers. It is understood but a cma)! 
portion of his entire force was bottled 
up in Kut with him. 

Encouraged by his victory at Kut 
Gen. Tonwshend pushed rapidly toward 
Bagdad, 115 miles further up the Tigris. 
From al] indications the Turks were dis- 
organized and, at their best, in small 
force, and it seemed nothing could pre- 
vent the British occupation of the an- 
client city of the Caliphs. Nothing but 
patrol skirmishes occurred until the 
Townshend force reached the ruins of 
Ctesiphon, 18 miles from Bagdad. Here 
a well-organized, well-armed and su- 
perior force of Turks was encountered 
and ‘after a two-day battle the British 


began a rapid retreat down the river., 


Seven days later, after a hard and 
costly march in which gunboats pro- 
tected the rear of the retreating col- 
umhs, Gen. Townshend was back in 
Kut, in the defenses from which he had 
thrown the Turks, and the slege was 
on. 

During the latter stages of the march 
toward Bagdad reinforcements contin- 
ued to gather at Basra, and as soon as 
the Ctesiphon defeat was known these 
troops were dispatched on the long 
march across the desert and plain to aid 
the advanced army. More men were 
hurried to the Persian Gulf theater, in- 
cluding the Indian contingent of more 
than 75,000, which kad been fighting in 
France for a year. The van of the 
relief was well on its way up the river 
by .the time the Turks had surrounded 
Kut, and early in December the first 
serious encounters occurred below Sheik 
Saad, where the Turks had established 
the first line down the river from Kut. 
The Turks were dislodged, and gradu- 
ally fell back on their second line, which 
ry kee on both sides of the river at 

Al Qwasa. 

Operations during the winter were se- 
verely curtailed by the almost ckase- 
less rains and the flooded districts of 
the country, but the Turks gradually 
were pushed back until they reached 
the Umm-el-Henna line, from which 
they were dislodged. From this point 
trey retired to new and exceptional 
positions on the Sennayyat line, where 
they had the support of two vast 
marshes on either side of the river. 

The Tigris, at this point, flows slight- 
ly north of east, with many sharp bends 
and with its bed almost level with that 
surrounding country. The flat surface 
of the ground is broken only occasion- 
ally by deep gullies and slight rises, 
while its main feature is the wide and 
virtually impassable marsh that flanks 
it on both banks. Gen. Gorringe in 
command of the relief expedition found 
it impossible to move forward on the 
north bank of the river, but recently 
he undertook to put himself in a posi- 
tion where he could bring a flanking 
fire to bear on the Turkish defenses. 
With this in view he organized an at- 
tack on the southern bank, which de- 
manded an unusual degree of xallantry 
on the part of his troops. They faced 
a strip of inundated ground from 6500 
to 1000 yards in width, which separates 
the Tigris from the Umm-el-Brahm 
marsh., .Breasting the water, the Brit- 
ish charged across the flooded strip and 
cleared the Turkish trenches on the 
other side. 

The main Ottoman defense line before 
the town was based on Essin, about 10 
miles out, but Essin is located on solid 
ground and the marshes fall away 
north and south before the village is 
reached.

Some Did Not Pay Charges. 
In each instance solicitors obtained 
permission to circulate the stereotyped 
telegrams among the men and the indi- 
viduals who signed the telegrams paid 
for the sending, or indicated their un- 
willingness to do so, in which case the 
charges were paid by the local represen- 
tatives of the propaganda. 
Hans Wulff said the telegrams were 
circulated among the employes of many 
other industries besides the breweries. 
He read to a Post-Dispatch reporter a 
letter from a large corporation whose 
name he would not divulge. This tetter 
said that a majority of the corporation’3 
employes were Italians who could not 
read or write. This made it impractical 
to obtain the employes’ signatures, but 
the corporation signed several of the 
telegraras and sent them to Missouri 
Senators and Congressmen.

In 
whatever suave and diplomatic manner 
the Mexican General presents his state- 
inent it will nevertheless be an ulti- 
matum and the alternative of refusal 


will be war. 
When Gen. Obregon's demand will be 


received by the American Generals has 
not been definitely C-termined. It had 
been expected a conference would be 
held today, but the exchange of formal 
social visits causd delay. Gen. Scott 
Said this afternoon that the first confer- 
ence might not be held until tomorrow 
or Monday. It also is undetermined 
whether the meetings will be in the 
customs house at Juarez or at some 
place to be selected in El Paso. 


Gen, Obregon came to Juarez yester- 
day a minister plenipotentiary, clothed 
with all the powers the de facto Gov- 
ernment could bestow. In his train he 
brought no advisers whatever. His 
staff consists of pleasant young offi- 
cers whose duties are purely social. 

When he left Mexico City Gen. Car- 
ranza accompanied him to the railway 
station and in bidding him good-by gave 
the situation into his hands. With the 
responsibility of maintaining the peace 
and integrity of his country or of him- 
self announcing that war must eventu- 
ate, the polite and pleasant Mexican 
gentleman reached the border fully de- 
termined on his course. 

Obregon Likely to Stick to Demanda. 

Only the immediate order for the 
withdrawal of all American troops from 
Mexican territory ‘‘sine embargo,’' or 
the ability of the Generals Scott and 
Funston, as the representatives of the 
United States, to convince Obregon of 
the error of his stand can steer the 
conferec into peaceful waters. It is 
improbable that Obregon can be in- 
duced to modify his demands, so thor- 
oughly is he convinced of the justice of 
his contention. ; 

To point out to him the futility of an 
attack on the United States, viewed in 
a military way, also would be useless. 
If he decided on war, or if he consid- 
ered that war was forced on his coun- 
try, Obregon would go into it with no 
delusions. He would not expect to win, 
but he would expect to strike a stagger- 
ing blow before he was beaten. 

He has concentrated in Chihuahua 
and Sonora the best of his army. The 
number is not far from 40,000 men and 
in case of war they would hit the border 
towns. Soon they would be forced back, 
doubtless, but the prowess of Mexican 
arms would have been proven and Obre- 
gon would have struck the necessary 
blow for his country. 


Need Not Consult Anyone. 

It is not possible to conceive of a °-}- 
resentative of a country going on a mis- 
sion equipped with fuller powers than 
the Mexican Secretary of War has for 
this conference. The First Chief said 
in effect: “You know the situation. 
The whole matter is now placed in vwur 
hands,”’ 

Conceded to be the stronzest man in 
Mexico, accused of having ambitions 
(which he laughingly denies), he pre- 
sents a strongly dramatic figure here. 
He comes, a young soldier with an 
empty sleeve, to stand before the heads 
of the army of the United States and 
on behalf of his war-torn country, and 
his waning chief to issue an ultimatum. 

It is not his purpose to suggest ways 
or means of reaching an agreement or 
to fee] around for a middle ground. Ile 
intends to say flatly that the American 
troops must be withdrawn, without fur- 
ther parley and in the least possible 
time, compatible with a movement of 
that size.

DUBLIN WICKED: INSANE 


| Casement Had Expected 
100,000 Irishmen to 
Join His Revolution 

LONDON, April 29. 
POST-DISPATCH correspon- 
A cent has obtained a first- 
hand description of the ap- 
pearance of Sir Roger from a 
person who saw him today. 
Casement told this person that 
he had expected 100,000 Irish- 
men to join the revolution under 
his leadership. He impressed the 
correspondent’s informant as ex- 
tremely vain, and heightened the 
impression when he declared 
that hterevolution would fail as 
a result of his capture. 

He seemed to get much comfort 
from an exaggerated belief that 
his trial would be a momentous 
occurrence. With the effects of 
his recent excitnig experience in 
a submarine and a collapsible 
boat wearing off, he has consid- 
erably regained his composure 
and is now ieading the ordinary 
prison life. He grew somewhat 
excited when he announced his 
belief that traitors in his own 
camp had thrwarted his plans. 

The Post-Dispatch is informed 
that the German. vessel had 
aboard arms and ammuntion for 
fully 25,000 men. 


all of which were soon in the hands of 
the rebels.’ 

The Times publishes an account by an 
cyewitness of the Dublin uprising which 
emphasizes the excellent organization 
of the rebels and the fairly successful 
efforts of the leaders to restrain riot- 
ing. This account says: 

Text of the Times’ Account. 
“Civilians were not molested in the 
streets and much of the firing was of 
llank cartridges. There was an effort 
to show that the movement was strictlv 
nilitary and directed only against the 
police. There was a little looting, but 
culy 10 or 2 shops were entered. There 
vas no violence against private persons, 
and as long as you did not wear a uni- 
form you were as safe walking in Dublin 
streets as in the streets of London. 
‘This shows a remarkable difference 
from the Dublin riots two years ago, 
vhen it was not safe for anybody to 
walk in the streets for fear of violence. 
There was barbed wire around the post- 
office, but the sentinels made no effort 
to prevent people who wished to do so 
from crawling under the barriers. 

“On the other hand, it was made 
clear that anybody in His Majesty’s 
upiform would be shot at sight. 
“Another illustration of the rebels’ 
excellent organization was the fact that. 
aithough food was commandeered from 
a big hotel, it was paid for. According 
{© reports, the money came from the 
}ostoffice vaults. where it is allezed a 
quantity -f new paper money was 
seized.” 

“We planned

LONDON, April 2?9.—The thing 
that surprises me the most about the 
uprising in Dublin is the supply of 
munitions in the hands of the reb- 
els,” said an Irishman who arrived 
in London this morning. He spent 10 
hours in Dublin Tuesday 
“There is little doubt in 
lar mind that Germans have been 
landing arms from submarines for 
Inonths,” he said, ‘and it is even said 
that a few Germans landed. 
“T heard that the Countess Markie- 
vicz, the sister of an Irish Baron who 
was prominent in the Larkin strike 
and a leading figure in the present 
movement, shot dead a guard in front 
of Dublin Castle in an effort to cap- 
ture the castle. This effort failed.’ 
This informant, who is an engineer 
of the War Department and a strong 
Royalist, said a great majority of 
the people of Ireland are entirely 
without sympathy for the rebels.

LONDON, April °29.—John Redmond, 
leader of the Irish Nationalists in the 
House of Commons last night gave to the 
Associated Press the following statement 
concerning the uprising in Dublin: 


“My first feeling, of course. on hearing 
of this insane movement, was one of 
borror, discouragement and also de- 
spair. I asked myself whether Ireland, 
as so often before in her tragic history, 
was to dash the cup of liberty from her 
lips—was the insanity of a small sec- 
tion of her people once again to turn 
all her marvelous victories of the last 
few vears into irreparable defeat and 
to send her back, on the very eve of her 
final recognition as a free nation into 
another long night of slavery, incalcul- 
able suffering and weary and uncertain 
struggling. 

What Ireland Has Accomplished. 

“Tor look at the Irish position today. 
In the short space of 40 years Ireland 
has, hy a constitutional movement,. made 
an almost unbrokenly triumphant march 
from pauperism and slavery to prosper- 
ity and freedom. She has won back the 
possession of Irish land: she has stayed 
emigration; she has at last begun an era 
of national prosperity. Finally, she has 
succeeded in placing on the. statute 
books the greatest charter of freedom 
ever offered her since the days of Grat- 
tan. Is all this to be lost? 


“When war came she made a choice 
which was inevitable if she was to be 
true to all the principles which she has 
held through all her history and which 
she had just so completely vindicated 
on her own soil, namely, the rights of 
small nations, sacred principles of na- 
tionality, liberty and democracy. 

“Moreover, the nations for which, 
through all her history she had felt the 
sympathy that came from common prin- 
ciples and common aspirations, were 
trampled as she m her time had been 
trampled, under the iron heel of ar- 
rogant force. 

“What has Ireland suffered in tiie past 
which Poland, Alsace, Belgium and 
Servia have not suffered at the hands 
vf Germany”? And I may add, also, that 
portion of the soil of France, her old 
triend and alley, which is in the hands 
of Germany? 

Points to Germany's Record, 

“What has been the record of Ger- 
many but the supvressior of national 
ity of freedom and of language—in 
short, the suppression of afl things for 
which, for centuries Ireland has strug- 
gled, the victory of which Ireland has 
achieved. Take the case of Belgium. 
Has there not been here the same rutb- 
less shedding of blood of the priests and 
the people that is part of Ireland’s 
own history? Leave the question of 
principle out and consider the question 
only of the mere interests of Ireland 
herself. What did the = situation de- 
mand? 

“Netitrality? That was i: npossible 
Hustility to the just cause of the allies? 
Is there u sane man in Ireland who 
dves not that this meant the 
drowning of Ireland's newly won liber- 
ties in Irish blood? Ke this view right 
or wrong, this was the opinion of an 
overwhelming majority of [rish 
people. It was the opinion which 
thousands of Irish soldiers sealed 
with their blood by dying in the cause 
of the liberty of Ireland and of the 
world. 

“But, anyhow, it 
Ireland and surely I need not argue the 
principle, especially with anybody who 
has professed himself a home ruler,

cided Ireland herself. That the 
principle which has been adopted by 
the Irish race everywhere. 

“Millions of our p° le in th» 
States and elsewhere, whose generous 
devotion helped us largely to win 
Our victories for the motherland of our 
race, have always accepted it. However 
bounteous their help, never have they 
denied Ireland's right to choose her 
policy for herself. That doctrine has 
been contested only by the very same 
men who today tried to make Ireland a 
catspaw of Germany. 

“In our long and successful! 
t» obtain home rule we have been 
thwarted and opposed by that same 
section. We have won home rule, not 
through them, but in spite of them. 
This wicked move of theirs was their 
last blow at home rule. It was not 
half as much treason to the cause of 
the allies as treason to the cause of 
home rule. 

“This attempted deadly blow at home 
rule carried on through this section 
is made more wicked, more insolent, by 
this fact—that Germany plotted it. Ger- 
liuany organized, Germany paid for it. 
So far as Germany's share in it is con- 
cerned, it is a German invasion of Ire- 
Iand as brutal, as selfish, as cynical, as 
Cermany’s invasion of Belgium. Blood 
las been shed, and if Irelan? has not 
Leen reduced to the same horrors of 
Lelgium with her starving people, her 
massacred priests and her violated con- 
vents, it is not the fault of Germany. 

What Result Has Been, 

“And the final aggregation of this 
movement is this: The misguided, in- 
sane young men who have taken part in 
this movement in Ireland have risked 
and some of them lost their livés. But 
what am I to say of those men who 
have sent them into this insane and 
anti-patriotic movement while they 
have remained in the safe remoteness 
of American cities? 

“TIT might add that this movement has 
been set in motion by this same class 
o? men at the very moment when Amer- 
ica is demanding reparation for the 
blood of innocent American men, wom- 
en and children, shed by Germany, and 
thus they are guilty of double treason 
—to the generous land that received 
them, as well as to the land which gave 
tiem birth. 

‘Is it not an additional horror that 
on the very day when we :heard: that 
the men of the Dublin Fusiliers had 
been killed by Irishmen in the streets 
of Dublin we received news of how 
men of the Sixteenth Divislion—our own 
l:ish Brigade, and of the same Dublin 
Fusiliers—had dashed forward and by 
their unconquerable bravery retaken 
trenches the Germans had won at Hul- 
luch? Was there ever such a picture 
of tragedy which a small section of an 
Irish faction has so often inflicted on 
tiie fairest hopes and the bravest deeds 
of Treland” 

‘German Pilot Has Failed.” 

“As to ‘he final result: I do not 
believe this wicked and insane move- 
ment will achieve its ends. The German 
plot has failed. 

“A majority of the people of Ireland 
retain their calmness, fortitude and unft- 
tv. They abhor this attack on their 
interests, their rights and thelr princi- 
ples. Home rule has not been destroyed. 
It remains indestructible.”

*‘fensive purposes and be mainly con- 
rimmed’ to belligerent waters, with limited 
use on the high seas. 

‘‘Mines and submarines must be re- 
stricted,” said Prof. Hershey, ‘and their 
use as commerce destroyers altogether 
prohibited. Declaration of war zones 
within which neutral rights are serious- 
ly curtailed must also be interdicted, or 
if permitted at all, their geographical 
limits be narrowly circumscribed. 

Prof. Hershey and Everett P. Wheeler 
of New York, an authority of admiralty 
law, advocated formation of an interna- 
tional high court after the war, to reg- 
ulate use of submarines and mines. 

- Prof. Wheeler asserted that interna- 
tional law had been largely swept aside 
in the war. ‘Its fabric,’’ he said, ‘‘is 
timost as ruined as the great cathedral 
at Rheims. We want something in the 
future more powerful than mere scraps 
of paper—an international court with 
police powers capable of enforcing its 
decrees.”’ 

Lusitania Is Mentioned. 

Prof. Reeves declared it was outside 
the bounds of possibility that an Ameri- 
call @ubmarine would ever sink an ene- 
my Lusitania. Criticising the admini- 
stration for an alleged change of front 
regarding armed merchantmen  ques- 
\tons, he said: 

“Visit and search is a right due all 
merchantmen. Unfortunately, the Unit- 
ed States in its note last July said sub- 
marines apparently could operate in ex- 
ercise of that dugy, although previously 
this Government had insisted they could 
uot be used as commerce destroyers.

Beaten for Temporary Chair- 
manship at Clayton. 


Richard Bartholdt, former Con- 
gressman, withdre was a candidate 
for delegate to the Chicago National 
Republican Convention at the con- 
vention of the Tenth Distriet Repub- 
licans at Clayton this afternoon. Bar- 
tholdt made an effort to be elected 
temporary chairman of the session, 
and on being defeated for this, 11 to 
10, withdrew as a candidate for del- 
egate. 

He made a speech in which he said 
he had hoped to go but would with- 
draw for the sake of harmony.

Judge 
Henry Lamm and Charles D. Morris, 
Republican candidates for Governor, 
are present at the convention and 
made addresses later in the after- 
noon. 

Bartholdt is backed by the_ Niel- 
Schmoll-Graves faction, which, upon be- 
ig defeated yesterday in the convention 
of the Eleventh District at 4299 Easion 
avenue, bolted and elected a contesting 
delegation to Chicago. 

‘ircuit Clerk Charlies R. Graves and 
tienry L. Weeke were elected delegates 
by the bolters, and A. C. Kunze and 
myed Beckmann by the regular conven- 
tion. The contest will go first before 
the Republican National Committee at 
Chicago and then to the convention it- 
sc lf. 

The administration crowd went to the 
convention prepared to elect a contest- 
ing delegation. and the opposition, which 
is controlled by the Stifel-Koeln-Howe 
combination, gave the Kiel followers a 
demonstration of a perfectly oiled polit- 
ical steam roller. 

Both factions had patched up contests 
in the hope of controlling the conven- 
tion. The Stifel faction had a majority 
of the city committeemen in the ward. 
and these committeemen controlled their 
delegations. The Stifel members of the 
committee, in a meeting held immediate- 
lv before the convention, unseated Mau- 
rice Gordon's Twentieth Ward delega- 
tion and seated a contesting delegation 
headed by Elmer Moone, former commit- 
teeman.

'There was a time when 
the general belief was that persons are 
‘criminals’ becelse they are bad, just 
as it was thought that persons were in- 
rane because the ‘‘devil’’ had got into 
them. All that was necessary to cure 
insanity in those days was to eitier 
“scare’’ or “beat the devil out’ of the 
unfortunates. In case of offenders it 
Was generally believed that repression 
Was the best means of curing crime. Yet 
we have repressed for centuries and the 
more we repressed the worse it was In 
the days when persons could be hanged 
in England for most trivial offenses 
there were more criminals than when

fF course everyone knows by this 
©) time that the great European 

War was not caused by the 
essassination of the Austrian heir al- 
parent and his wife in Serajevo, but 
Frederick C. Howe in his book, “Why 
War?’ explains the underlying reasons 
for the titanic struggle with a clearness 
and a grasp of fundamentals: that wiil 
make the volume a valuable contribu- 
tion to all who are even slightly inter- 
ested in international affairs. The au- 
thor is United States Immigration Com- 
missioner at New York and has written 
several works on economic and histori- 
cal subjects. ‘‘Why War?’ is dedicated 
to President Wilson. Speaking of the 
European situation, Howe says: 

“The present war and the wars of the 
past 10 years are the result of end'ess 
conflicts and suspicions, of diplomatic 
overreachings and injured dignity, of 


humanitarian ideas changed the attitule)a thousand irritations that do not ap- 


toward the criminal. 

With the coming of these humani- 
tarian ideas came the inquiry into the 
reasons why men and women break tha 
law. The work of men like Lombroso, 
Ferri and others of the “Italian schon!" 
presented a great step in advance. The 
fact that the theory of the ‘‘born crim- 
inal” has been practically superseded 
by more modern théories, pased on care- 
ful investigations, does not take from 
the ‘Italian school’ the credit which it 
deserves. Were it not for that school 
We should rot have had the important 
works which have followed. 

It is indeed a r-“tter of pride to know 
that an American has made an impor- 
tant contribution to this science. per- 
haps the most important contribvtion 
vet made. Dr. William Healy of Chi- 
cago has done an important niece of 
work in “The Individual Delinquen:.”’ 
It is a work based not cn the reading 
of the books written by others or on 
theories built by others, or even by him- 
self. It is a nook which, as the author 
favs, was born “out of deen considera- 
tion of hard-won facts.”’ 

Anyone handling the bovs and gir's 
and young folk coming into tne Tuvenile 
Court is bound to feel that there is 
often a combination of circumstances 
which sends these “delinqvents” into 
the court. This becomes truer of the 
recidivists, those who appear again and 
again. Chicago, with its fine Juvenile 
Court traditions, was destined to make 
extensive inquiries into the reasons for 
delinquency. In 1909 the Juvenile Psr- 
chopathic Institute was started with an 
endowment for five years, py Mrs. W. 
F. Dummer. The purpose of the insti- 
tute Was research work. Jane Addanis 
and Julia Lathrop. now head of the 
Federal Children’s Bureau, were aniong 
the founders. Dr. Fealy was persuaded 
to give up a lucrative practice and take 
the directorship of this importanr werk: 
The results obtained bv the institute 
were such that it was finally made a 
department of the Juvenile Court and 
financed by Cook County. 

During these years Dr. Healy ani his 
assistants have looked into the ohysical 
and psychic history of a larze number 
of those who apveared before the Ju- 
venile Court and such other persons as 
were brough* to the institute. The data 
have been carefully gathered and some 
of the facts and conclusions are given 
in ‘The Individual Delinquent,” forming 
a monumental work, which would surely 
be translated into ether languages 
it not tha: the Muronean war has over- 
shadowed all other things. 

The work, while sciertific,

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is not cum- 
Phrases. It is full

easily followed by laymen. All persons 
who handle boys and girls, voung men 
and women, should read this book.

MAKAR'S DREAM. 

Sa résult of the war in Europe the 
A readers of English are being pre- 

sented with a number of transla- 
tions of the Works of Russian writers 
formerly known by name only to the 
English reading public. There is every 
reason to believe that those to whom 
these works were inaccessible before 
will feel truly grateful. Among these 
writers whose acquaintance will prove 
a boon to the lovers of good litera- 
ture Vladimir Korolenko easily takes 
first rank. His “Blind Musician’ was 
probably the only known work to En- 
glish readers. Now comes a volume 
containing four of his short stories. 
Each of these stories is a little gem, 
a masterpiece. The story which gives 
the title to the volume, ‘Makar’s 
Dream and Other Stories.’ is the work 
which attracted Russias attention to 
Korolenko. ‘Those who read it when 
it appeared in a Russian periodical felt

pear in the diplomatic correspondence. 
Present wars are the results, primarily. 
of the conflict of powerful economic 
interests radiating out fromm the capitais 
ef Europe which, with the foreign office 
behind them, had laid the world with 
explosives which only needed a anark 
to set all Europe aflame. It is the 
struggle of high finance bent on eXx~ 
ploiting of weaker people that has 
turned Europe into a human slaughter 
house.’”’ 


Howe is neutral in nandling his sub- 
ject with the possible exception of a 
leaning toward France, which he says, 
is the only country in the old world 
where the people actually rule. He 
shows by facts and figures that the 
land holding or Junker classes domi- 
nate Russia, England, Germany and 
Austria with a domination of a complete 
oligarchy. These landholders are war- 
lovers because victories in war extend 
their holdings and it is to their lust 
for more dominions to exploit that he 
explains the present war. 


Germany’s dream of a Berlin-Persian 
Gulf railway is mentioned by Howe as 
one of the vrimary causes of the con- 
flict. In this dream England saw he- 
Indian empire threatened and Russia 
her domination in Persia. The jealousy 
engendered in Germany by the French 
spread over Northern Africa is cited as 
another firebrand thrown into the Eu- 
ropean powder keg. 

It is a sordid storv of greed and ra- 
pacity that Howe tells in his analysis 
of the causes of the war, but it rings 
true . The death of an Archduke at the 
hands of a crazed student did not cause 
the war’and Howe's facts and figures 
vrove it. (Scribner.)

Of all the manifestations of Nature, 
mountains, because of their conspicu- 
ous sublimity, probably make the great- 
est appeal to the average tourist.

HISTORY OF THE GERMAN PEO- 
PLE. 

HERE has been no lack of histor- 
t ical works dealing with the Eu- 

ropean nations now at war. Many 
of these appear to have been published 
to meet the demand for information 
which the war has created and are nat- 
urally found to be lacking in much tha‘ 
a work of history should possess. The 
shortcomings of these hasty compila- 
tions serve to emphasize the thorough- 
ness of the ‘“‘History of the German 
People,’’ edited by Edward S. Ellis, A. 
M., and Augustus R. Keller, now being 
published in 16 volumes, as a section of 
the International Historical Society. 

The great work covers all the history 
of the Germans from the earliest times 
down to and including the gr at war. 
it is based on translations from original 
sources and is issued in volumes of unl- 
form style, printed on thin opaque pa- 
per. Four of the volumes have come 
from the presses and tne other 12 are to 
follow as rapidly as the presses can 
turn them out. There are a great many 
fine illustrations. 

As far as can be judged from the first 
volume, which covers the interval from 
ihe earliest authentic annals to the end 
of the Frankish period, the work ac- 
cords full recognition to the greatness 
of the Germans without exhibiting un- 
due bias in their behalf. The history is 
avowedly written from the German 
point of view, however, and it is to be 
expected that in the later volumes, 
leading up to the great conflict, a nat- 
ural bias will be more in evidence, but 
this, judging again from the first vol- 
ume, will not detract from the useful- 
ness of the work, but’ witl on the con- 
trary serve the purpose of placing em- 
phasis in such a manner as to bring 
cut most strongiv the German issues in 
the great struggle. 

The history of the 
which fills the greater 
volume exhibits the 
is to be expected in view of the frag- 
mentary character of the early annals 
There are also some instances of rather 
too free translation with resultant loss 
of lucidity, and indications of haste in 
the mechanical work. but these defects 
are less in evidence in the later chap- 
ters. 

The endeavor of the editors. 
by the publishers, has been to tell the 
story as a fair-minded, patriotic and 
able Gérman writer would tell it Their 
task has involved the translation and 
study of many German works that have 
never been available in English. The 
preparation of, the history has been a 
prodigious acco lishment. It is not 
saying too meen oe that, in com- 
prehensiveness, the/ work stands :n a 
class by itself améng histories of the 
Gérman people. (nternational Hi. tor- 
ical Society.

GIGANTIC INCOME TAX FRAUDS. 

Basel M. Manley, who wroie the principai re- 
port submitted by the Industrial Relations Com- 
mission, has devoted six months to an inquiry on 
the workings of the income tax law. , 

From his conclusions it appears that perjury to 
escape this Federal tax is as prevalent in the coun- 
try at large as perjury in Missouri to egcape taxes 
on personal property. The income this 
source during the year ending on June 30, last, 
was $80,190,694. Mr. Manley asserts that the total 


from 


tax paid is only a small proportion of the amount 
which ought to have been paid, but which was 
dodged through false returns. 

His estimate is that the tax efficiently collected 
would have yielded $400,000,000 instead of about 
one-fifth of that sum. He explicitly charges that 
the Government was “defrauded of at least $320,- 
000,000 and probably more.” 

The Treasury Department itself and unofficial 
observers have expressed the judgment that there 
are wholesale evasions. If the Manly figures seem 
exaggerated, acceptance of their accuracy Asxnot 
recessary to the conclusion that a save eal 
exists. Revenue requirements at this time should 
furnish incentive for a close collection of every 
dollar due and the punishment of the dodgers. It 
is not charged that corruption is responsible for 
these gigantic income tax frauds, but these 
changes are recommended: 

Simplification of the law, whose intricacies sup- 
ply an‘excuse for perjury and facilitate evasion. 
A larger and more efficient force of trained in- 
vestigators in the Treasury Department. Greater 
nublicity for income tax data, the daw in the de- 
sign of protecting business interests having gone 
to an extreme in enjoining secrecy. 

The Federal Government, with its almost unre- 
stricted powers, should set an example to the 
states in the impartial enforcement of tax laws. 
To have the income tax reform become an inciter 
of colossal fraud and false swearing was no part 
of the purpose of the earnest men who made the 
25-year fight for its adoption.

A VOICE FROM THE TRENCHES. 

Patrick MacGill, a talented voung Irishman who 
had written several books on the poor and un- 
emploved of his own land, is now in the trenches 
in Franee. His book, “The Red Horizon,” just 
published, may be said to be a series of moving 
pictures drawn by a man who sees things with 
the broadest human sympathy and the brightest 
Celtic humor. One feels, after reading the book, 
that there is little of trench life that the author 
has not laid bare. 

MacGill joined the London Irish, who. at Loos. 
charged the German trenches, kicking before them 
a football, many of them being champions on 
famous Rugby fields at home. He has been 
wounded once. when he returned home and on re- 
covering married a niece of Cardinal Gibbons. 

He tells of the communicating trenches, which 
are usually so narrow that the reserves, who wait 
in them while an attack is being made, have to 
lie flat on one another. If one moves, he 
turbs the pattern.” And often the floor of the 
trench is covered with blood. 

He tells of the cautious sneaking out, into ‘‘no 
land,’ between the trenches, during the

wounded and bury the dead. Suddenly, star lights’ 
make everything almost as bright as day. Every 
man must drop to the ground and remain mo- 
tionless while the light burns.

Some, our author tells, even make a joke of this 
ghastly experience. 

He tells of the peasants who live close to or 
actually in the battle zone. He says he was once 
watching a dainty little French girl going dows 
the road. She smiled at him in passing. Suddenly 
a shell dropped, and when he looked again at the 
spot where she had been, nothing remained but 
a heap of broken stone and some curls of smoke. 

‘He tells of davs of slaughter and nights of hor- 
ror. But he also tellg of every-day incidents that 
show that, even in this “Red Horizon,” the 
man spirit is undaunted and ready at all times 
to find comfort in its own impregnabilitv. His 
concluding sentence fs, “There is romance, there 
in the life of a soldier.”
